He also defeated Epinard in a match race in France and won the Lincolnshire Handicap in England from 
26 others. *SIR GALLAHAD III is represented by five winners in France from his first crop, 
among them Fete Royale, Lion Hearted, Charles Quint, Madame Pompadour, and his seven winners in 
America to date (all 2-year-olds) are Gallant Fox (Flash, Junior Champion), Flying Gal (Schuylerville 
Stakes, Babylon Handicap), Galaday, Pansy Walker, Merry Vixen, White Favor, and Easter.

Having won the Derby in England and tour important stakes at 144 miles each in France, *DURBAR 
II had his racing career shortened because of the World War. He has sired many excellent horses in 
France, including Rebia (French 1000 Guineas), Fontenal (French St. Leger), Calaviers (Grand Criterium), 
Altay, Durban, Fanatic, Durandal, Durzetta, Cestona and Xander, and in Italy the Coupe d’Or winner 
Scaranouche. In America his winners are *Flambette (Coaching Club American Oaks, Latonia Oaks, etc), 
and *Rajah, none of his get on this side of the water being yet of racing age. Two of his daughters 
*Xenita and *Epsom May are producers in America. 


BROWN BUD-_------ Limited to 30 mares (inciuding 10 of the owner’s)____-_~ $1,000, Return

BROWN BUD’S only starts were five races at two years and fifteen at three years. He finished in 
the first three in all but one, was disqualified in Jockey Club Gold Cup and won ten other races from 
3-4 mi. to 1 1-4 mi., including the Miller, Travers, Mid-Summer Derby and Maryland Handicaps. His 
winnings amounted to $63.800. BROWN BUD is own brother to Lane Allen (10 wins), and half-brother 
to Primrose (11 wins, including Jerome, Pimlico Autumn Handicap), and Huon Pine, winner for 5 sea- 
sons. *Brown Prince II was a sterling racehorse in England and an excellent sire in America, among 
others of his get being Handy Mandy, Brown Flash. Helen's Babe, Old Slip, Martha Washington, Brown 
Wisdom, Brown Wizard, etc. June Rose’s sire, Myram, is a full brother to Jardy, by Flying Fox out of 
Airs and Graces, winner of the Oaks; and her dam *Pietra is among the best mares brought to America. 
She also is grandam of Toro and Easter Stockings. Prunus, leading sire in Germany is out of alf-sister 
to Pietra.

CAMPFIRE won the Futurity, Hopeful, Great American, Sanford Memorial, Saratoga Special, Tobog- 
gan Handicap, etc. He is the sire of Wilderness, Big Blaze, Tall Timber, Wood Lore, David Bone, Indian 
Scout, Carniverous, Fleeting Fire, Agapanthus, etc., and the following 2-year-old winners in 1929: Camp 
Boss, Campion, Chelys, Campfire Maid, Nettie Belle, Ned O. (winner of Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap 
[disqualified] and Walden Handicap) Sunstroke, Sag? Fire and Czarina. 


CHATTERTON____ (Chestnut, 1919, by Fair Play—Chit Chat, by *Rock Sand) ___-$500, Return 

CHATTERTON possessed dazzling speed and won the Autumn, Phoenix Hotel, Falls City, Louisville 
Hotel, Decoration Day Handicaps and 10 other races at distances from 5% furlongs to 1 1-8 miles. He Is 
the sire of Current (Selima Stakes, Breeders Futurity), Chatford (Remsen Handicap), Chatover (Nassau 
Stakes), Hill and Hiil, Mat Hunter, Maximus, Chatter Black, First Mission, Jessie Carey, Genghis Khan, 
Chattahoochee, Harborton, Kitty Mullally, Chat, Fakir, Chatson, Chatter Anne, Fair Rosalind, Night Extra, 
Perjury, Chatterwood, etc. 


STIMULUS___(Chestnut, 1922, by Ultinus—Hurakan, by Uncle) (Book Full)__-$500, Return 

STIMULUS won 9 of his 14 starts at two, the only year he raced, among his wins being Pimlico Fu- 
turity, Hartsdale Stakes, Oceanus Handicap; total earnings $67,590. Mother Goose (8 pounds actual weight 
to her favor) beat him a head for the Futurity. Ultimus was a great stallion. Sire of Luke McLuke, Anita 
Peabody’s sire: High Time, sire of Sarazen and High Strung; Supremus, sire of Alcibiades and 8 other 2-year- 
old winners 1929. Hurakan was a stakes winner and three of her four winners were stakes winners. 
His yearlings have been highly tried. 


AGA KHAN___ (Brown, 1921, by *Omar Khayyam—*Lady Carnot, by Radium___$300, Return 
(Property of Belair Stud) 
AGA KHAN won Lawrence Realization, Pimlico Autumn, Continental, Pierrepont, Twin City, Yorktown 
Handicaps, and many other races. His sire won the Kentucky Derby and other stakes and is a successful 
sire. His dam was out of a full sister to the great English racehorse and sire, William the Third. 


GENERAL LEE__ (Chestnut, 1924, by *War Cloud—Nancy Lee, by Broomstick) __$250, Return 

GENERAL LEE started 5 times, won 3 races, including East View Stakes and Wakefield Handicap, and 
had no chance in other two. His sire was an excellent racehorse and, though his career in the stud was 
shortened by untimely death, he is the sire of Nimb: and many winners in America and France. His 
dam was a stakes winner, her victories including the Kentucky Oaks.

DPuring four seasons he 
met the best horses in the country and earned $115,556.99, among his victuries being National, Aberdeen, 
Walden, Pimlico Home-bred, Laurel, Pimlico Nursery, Pimlico Serial No. 1, Pimlico Serial No. 2, King 
Edward Gold Cup Stakes, Jennings, Brooklyn, Enquirer, Merchants’, Delaware, Philadelphia Handicaps. 
A son of the great sire *Wrack, his dam, Virginia L., also is the dam of Canter, and she is one of two 
mares to have their first two foals win over $100,000 each.

CONDITIONS SIMILAR. 

N PAGES 200 and 201 in this issue of 

THE BLoop-HORSE will be found a very in- 
teresting and informative article from the pen 
of “Touchstone,” a writer for All Sports Weekly 
(London), in which the financial side of racing in 
England is discussed in a manner that must 
leave upon the mind of the American reader 
the impression that conditions in the two 
countries are quite similar, except that the 
majority of the tracks in this country are show- 
ing a profit on operation. 

The further impression comes to the American 
reader that the heads of affairs in England could 
have profited considerably had they visited this 
country for information and investigation of the 
workings of the pari-mutuel. Over here the 
system is non-electrical and the totals are 
gathered by accountants, the same as in Eng- 


‘land, but there are no delays in the payoff, such 


as has been the subject of complaint in Eng- 
land. These delays, to, are costly to the race 
course executives, since they naturally have a 
tendency to decrease the turnover and therefore 
the commissions on the turnover. 

Other writers other times during the past 
year have taken the heads of affairs to task for 
not having more fully investigated the workings 
of the pari-mutuel in France and for not having 
adopted the machinery now in use in that coun- 
try, which came originally from Australia, 
though the pari-mutuel itself is of French origin. 
Much of the heavy cost of installation, to which 
“Touchstone” refers as having made the Betting 
Control Board a bit nervous, could also have 
been saved. 

Americans long have known that the English 
are far back in the matter of the distribution of 
the stakes and purse money to seconds and 
thirds, and there has been wonder on this side of 
the water that they had not prior to the advent 
of the totalizator devised means for increased 
added money and better division to seconds and 
thirds. 

“Touchstone’s” comment relative to sprinters 
and stayers, the predominance of events for the 
former and the lack of patronage for sires of 
the latter, is quite pertinent to the situation in 


America at this time. The cost for maintenance 
of horses by small owners in this country is 
about as in England. No trainer over here can 
have even a fair return for himself if he takes 
a horse for less than $5.00 per day, and to this 
must be added the other costs for shipping, 
veterinary attention, shoeing, jockey fees and 
stake entrance fees and perhaps other incidentals. 
“Touchstone” can, of course, be pardoned for 
his belief in the supremacy of the “British horse,” 
which, undoubtedly, he would have us to under- 
stand includes the Thoroughbred as produced in 
Ireland. The loyalty of our English friends in 
this respect is most admirable, even though the 
adoption of the Jersey act served to assist in 
the maintenance of their boasted supremacy. 


NOT AN ISSUE. 

HE quick and decisive defeat the past week 

by the Kentucky Senate of the two anti- 
racing bills introduced by Senator Clarence 
Bartlett is confirmatory of the sentiment of 
Kentuckians upon the question of horse racing. 
By the election of Governor Flem D. Sampson 
and the defeat of former United States Senator 
J. C. W. Beckham in the race for state offices 
in 1927, Kentuckians unmistakably made known 
the fact that they want no disturbance of their 
racing sport and the great horse breeding in- 
dustry thereby maintained. 

Kentuckians, through the efforts of the re- 
formers to destroy racing, have brought out fully 
and forcibly the fact that Thoroughbred horses 
are necessary to the welfare and security of the 
Nation; that they cannot be profitably produced 
except there be racing for their maintenance, and 
that racing cannot be properly and profitably 
carried on without betting. This is a fixed ana 
definite truth, and it was the means of removing 
the subject as an issue in the political affairs of 
this Commonwealth. Senator Bartlett knew 
this when he introduced the bills. He knew, too, 


that they would be defeated unless a most un- 
likely support by trades and deals could be built 
up. The real purpose, therefore, was to clog 
legislation to the advantage of Governor Samp- 
son, who is being attacked for alleged misadmin- 
istration. 


It did not work—by odds of 21% to 1. 
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HOW COME? 
AYS a Frankfort dispatch dated February 1 
to The Cincinnati Enquirer of last Sunday: 
‘Rumors that a change was to be made in per- 
sonnel of the Kentucky Racing Commission 
were met at the office of Governor Flem D. 
Sampson today with the statement that there 
‘nothing to them.’ A _ racing publication 
had intimated such a possibility. 

“Legislative leaders said the Governor was not 
required by statute to submit his selections for 
this commission to the Senate for approval.” 

THE BLoop-HorRsE would respectfully ask: If i! 
is not required of the Governor that he send to 
the Senate for confirmation the names of his 
appointees to the State Racing Commission, why 
has it been done heretofore? 

Further: If Senatorial confirmation is not 
necessary, how did it that when the 
Senate several years ago refused to confirm the 
appointment of a certain quite well-to-do breed- 
er, owner and trainer, he was left off the Com- 
mission ? 

We recognize, by the happenings in the Gen- 
eral Assembly and by the charges that are being 
made against our Governor, that the Sampson 
administration is different, but we hadn’t heard 
of a change in the law requiring Senatorial con-

BLACK HORSES. 

HE question, “Are Black liorses Tempera- 


mental?” arising out of the Marquess of 
Huntley’s book, “Auld Acquaintance,” was asked 
by The Sporting Times (London), and a large 
number of responses were received from racing 
celebrities, famous owners and trainers in Eng- 
land, out of which it was ascertained that, while 
many prejudice against 
equines of sombre coat, the opinion is general 
that not all black horses are “bad ‘uns.”’ 

The prejudice against black mares does nct 
R. C. Dawson, trainer of 
Trigo, says he has not found black horses any 
more temperamental than chestnuts or bay 
horses, and that he has always considered grey 
horses the tempered and easiest to train.

The Earl of Westmoreland savs his experience 
been that black horses superlatively 
good or superlatively bad, and that he _ shall 
never again buy a black horse. 

Hen. George Lambton says he has not found 
black horses generally more temperamental, or 
softer, than horses of other colors, and he thinks 
the good ones have exceptionally high courage 
and character. Captain Percy Whitaker says he 
does not think black horses are soft or bad-tem- 
pered; that all he has had were very much the 
reverse, and that he is rather inclined to go out

vT’of his way to buy a black horse. 


R. Farquharson testified that he had “one 
really good honest black horse “in Australia, 
named Dalkeith, which was a winner in that 
country, Ceylon, India and England,” adding that 
he knows there is a great prejudice against that 
color, but that he would not hesitate to buy one 
if he were pleased with the make and shape. 

Walter Earl, who trains “Solly” Joel’s horses, 
says he prefers dark brown horses to those of 
any other color, finding them, as a general rule, 
hardier and gamer. He thinks one would find 
a very fair percentage of useful black horses in 
comparison with other colors, as there are really 
few genuine black Thoroughbreds foaled. 

In the course of the statements it was pointed 
out that Birdcatcher was black ticked with a few 
grey hairs about his quarters; that Solon, a great 
sire, was black, but got very few of his own 
color; that Barcaldine, unbeaten, one of his sons, 
may have been the best horse of all time, and is 
the founder of a highly successful line now car- 
ried on by Hurry On; that Kermesse, perhaps the 
best filly ever owned by Lord Rosebery, was 
black; and that The Flying Dutchman, Santoi, 
Papyrus, Santorb and Grand Parade, while de- 
scribed as brown could have as easily been 
described as black. 


A GREAT HUNTER. 
¢¢—ZOADICEA, dam of Touchstone,” says 
The Field (London), ‘‘was a great hunter 
and carried Charles King, huntsman to the 
Pytchley, for four seasons.” It is not out of 
reason to expect that some of the well bred 
mares now used for hunting in this country may 
become mothers of good race horses. When 
buying Thoroughbreds for hunting purposes, 
members of hunts clubs are exacting, as they 
justly should, that certificates of registration be 
delivered with the horses. Polo players also are 
requiring that registration certificates be fur- 
nished with the Thoroughbreds they buy. This 
is as it should be, for, in many instances, the 
mares may be greatly benefited by the exercise 
and work they will have at these sports, and 
their produce, when they are retired to the 
breeding paddock, may, as is often the case in 
England and Ireland, Ireland especially, turn out 
well on the race course. At any rate, it is worth 
the venture and will provide much pleasure in 
experimentation and anticipation for those who 
own the mares.

E had a note from Preston Burch a few days 

ago in which he says winter training oper- 
ations at Benning have not been seriously inter- 
rupted by the weather. “Thus far,” he says, “the 
winter has been mild and there has been no need 
for us to have missed a day outside. I built 
starting stalls similar to the stationary stalls at 
Bowie and Laurel, and already our young horses 
have had considerable schooling in them. From 
the way they have been schooling, I feel that 
Milton will have very little trouble with them 
when Maryland racing begins next spring. 

“Old Benning is noted as a good wintering 
ground, mostly because of a climate somewhat 
milder than New York, and a sandy track which 
permits outdoor work most of the winter. Out- 
standing developments here in recent years were 
My Own, General Thatcher, *Twink, Extreme, 
The Porter, Toro, Jock, etc. 

“Mr. H. P. Whitney has 18 here in charge of 
Freddie Hopkins. Having been successful with 
the first lot, the Whitney stable has not missed 
a winter at Benning for a long time.” 

Mr. Eurch has had many compliments in other 
years on the manner in which horses trained by 
him were broken to be well mannered and quick 
at breaking away when the start is made, and 
that he considers this form of efficiency to be an 
important part of the equipment of his young 
charges is well illustrated by the fact that he has 
erected the stalls. This is a progressive step that 
should be taken by ali trainers, especially those 
who will race at meetings where starting from 
stalls is to be the rule. 


Y a confusion of some sort, the name Mary 

Belle was written on page 123 of THE BLOOD- 
HorsE (for the week ending January 25) where 
it should have been Money Mart, and we prob- 
ably would have overlooked it altogether had not 
Mrs. T. J. Regan called us on the ‘phone to kind- 
ly remind us that it is the chestnut colt by Epi- 
nard, out of Money Mart, by *All Gold, which is 
in C. E. Durnell’s stable on Longfield Avenue, 
Louisville. The Epinard—-Mary Belle colt is the 
handsome fellow bred and raised by J. W. Par- 
rish, at Midway, and sold out of the Himyar Stud 
consignment at Saratoga last August to Joe 
Levins, of New York, for $40,000. The Epinard- 
Money Mart colt was bred and raised by Mrs. 
Regan and was knocked down to Norris Royden, 
of Daily Running Horse, for $11,000. He was 


sent back to the Regan Farm, near Lexington, 
and was kept there until well into the winter, 
when he was sent over in a motor van to the 
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Curnell establishment. He will not come to 
hand early, since he is now getting his first les- 
scns under the saddle, but he is one much ad- 
mired by all who have seen him at Louisville, 
and his trainer likes him, though, of course, he 
has had no opportunity to “search” him. 

Mr. Durnell was a caller at THE BLOOD-HORSE 
office last Saturday. He says his horses are win- 
tering well and he has some nice prospects. The 
stable is not full, however, and he said he would 
be willing to take on a few more to train for 
owners who have well-bred ones that appear 
likely. Concerning the report of his intention to 
inaugurate an auction sales business at Louis- 
ville, Mr. Durnell said: 

“T have a nice and spacious property on Long- 
field Avenue, with an opening into Churchill 
Downs. In eddition to my residence, a first-class 
training stable and necessary smaller buildings, I 
have acreage sufficient to erect an arena and per- 
haps as many as 500 stalls, if that number should 
be required. A number of the breeders and horse- 
men in Jefferson County are of the opinion that 
a good market at Louisville for riding horses can 
be built up, and in time a good market for 
Throughbreds also. 

“A number of them have suggested the organi- 
zation of a stock company for the building of an 
arena and stalls on my property, the idea being 
to have a riding accademy in conjunction with 
periodical sales. One can ride right off my prop- 
erty onto the fine bridle path which goes out 
into and through the park, and it is an ideal lo- 
cation for a riding school. It is my idea to have 
the stalls built in small stables located here and 
there to give a certain privacy, such as is not 
tc be had in larger stables. I would incorporate 
into it many of the features I have seen at Don- 
caster, at Newmarket, at the French tracks, and 
in South America and other points I have visited 
In my experience on the Turf. Louisville is large 
enough for such an enterprise, aad I think ready 
for it, but. we can hardly have the buildings up 
in time for sales of Thoroughbreds this spring. 
That will come later, but we hope to have the 
riding arena ready for autumn. I will be glad to 
hear from any who may. want a little stock in 
the proposition.” 


T a luncheon for horsemen at Agua Caliente 

recently the suggestion was made that the 
Agua Caliente Jockey Club make 10 races with 
$10,000 each added instead of the Agua Caliente 
Handicap with $100,000 added, when another 
thought possibly it would be better to have one 
race with $50,000 added and five others with 
$10,000 each added. Jo Grossman, writing in 
The San Diego Sun says: “Even the second sug- 
gestion would not be productive of good results 
from the Agua Caliente publicity standpoint. 
There are now 10 $50,000 races being helc each 
year in this country and elsewhere. Cut down 
to this sum, the Agua Caliente Handicap would 
be just another race. Like the $25,000 golf 
tournament, this year’s $100,000 Agua Caliente 
Handicap, the country’s richest, will be heard 
around the world. There have been two races 
in the past which horsemen can tell you the win- 
ners of offhand, one is the Kentucky Derby and 
the other is the Coffroth Handicap. The glamour 
of such money as offered by Caliente attracts 
great horses, and great horses create national 
interest. Any track can be a ‘bush’ track, but 
it takes a lot of money, good horses and a high 
class clientele to make a first-class racetrack. 
Messrs. Bowman, Long and Crofton don’t want 
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to spoil their good start by chopping up the 
greatest racing classic for the benefit of the 
cheap horses.” 


N THE BLoop-HorsE for the week ending No- 
| vember 16, on page 9, there was a paragraph 
telling that Howard Black, owner of Silver Lake 
Stock Farm, Frankfort, Ky., would like to hear 
from Rex Barnett, relative to Queen Bess, 8-year- 
old chestnut mare, by Great Britain English 
Esther. Well, Mr. Black did not hear from Mr. 
Barnett, but he did hear from Charles F. Henry, 
dealer in Thoroughbreds, fine hunters and saddle 
horses, Devon, Pa. Mr. Henry is the owner of 
Queen Bess, who says she “is a lovely hack that 
will make a grand hunter.’ Mr. Black has de- 
cided to go and have a look at her, with a view 
to having her take the place in his stud vacated 
by the death of her dam, killed by lightning. All 
of which illustrates that what is printed in THE 
BLoop-HorsE is widely-read. It’s a mighty good 
advertising medium.

By OLD ROSEBUD 

HILE visiting the Warm Stable at Churchill 

Downs recently I saw a nice looking 2-year- 
old chestnut colt by Wise Counsellor, the first of 
that sire’s get I had ever seen. If this colt be 
an earnest of what Wise Counsellor sires, I dare 
say Wise Counsellor may, in reality, be the savior 
of the Hanover male line. Wise Counsellor was 
one of the fastest colts I ever saw up to one mile 
and a sixteenth, and the opinion exists that he 
might, with different handling, have been able to 
stay well enough. He was nervous, a “tongue- 
swallower,” and had a “hoof,’”’ but in spite of all 
those things he had a fine reputation as a speed- 
ster. 

I saw all the runnings of the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes and the race in which Wise Counsel- 
lor conquered Mad Play, Chilhowee, Battle Creek 
and Bracadale, among others, was the best from 
any angle. Some old horsemen say it was the 
greatest race at a mile credited to any 2-year- 
old this country has ever known. It was a bruiser 
every foot of the way. The speedy Battle Creek 
set out to make the pace with Wise Counsellor 
right at his heels. They went to the quarter in 
:23 1-5, the half in :45, and Wise Counsellor hung 
Battle Creek’s hide on the fence when he marched 
to the three-quarters in 1:10 (bettering the track 
record by a full second); Wise Counsellor fin- 
ished out the mile in 1:37 2-5. Oh! boys, how 
that Counsellor horse could “buzz.” He ran the 
race with a bad quarter-crack that must have af- 
fected him adversely. The Mentor colt was again 
“Hawkin’s horse” the day he beat Epinard, Zev, 
Ladkin, Snob II, etc., in the First International 
over the six furlongs at Belmont. 

He is perhaps the nearest 100% American of 
any Thoroughbred living. In his pedigree one 
finds such names as Iroquois, Great Tom, Mag- 
gie B. B., *Leamington, Hindoo, Himyar, Mannie 
Grey, Eolus, Hanover and the blaze-faced Onan- 
daga — small wonder he upheld American 
Turf honors. I don’t know just how sure he is 
with his mares, but $350 to insure a live foal 
strikes me as being very low as a fee for a horse 
of such great bloodlines and remarkable racing 
performances. That may sound like an advertise- 
ment—it isn’t. I don’t grind any axes or roll any 
logs in this column in an effort to curry favor 
with anyone; I call ’em as I see ’em. 


Judging from the picture on the front of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE No. 4, Blandford, sire of Trigo and 
Athford, is patterned much on the order of the 
great St. Simon.

Have you noticed that quite a few of the Fair 
Play’s and Man o’ War’s are “stall-waikers” ? 
I’m told Chance Shot and Mars were, when rac- 
ing, affected with this peculiar nervous disorder. 


I am convinced quite a bit can be learned of a 
horse’s temperament and character through a 
close scrutiny of the head and eye. Old Rosebud, 
“The Handicap King,” had plenty to recommend 
him in that respect. Horses come and horses go, 
but Old Rosebud’s fine head and highly intelli- 
gent expression is one of the things I shall never 
forget. He was by Uncle and he by *Star Shoot. 
Both sired several great race horses, but most of 
their fame is reflected on them through the ef- 
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forts of their daughters as broodmares, and if 
you don’t think those mares are highly prized as 
such just price a few of them.

Bateau, whose picture appears on the front of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE No. 5, is a fine racemare and a 
lucky one. I still think Edith Cavell was by long 
odds the best racer of all Man o’ War’s daugh- 
ters. 

In regard to the excerpt from V. Sanders’ 
column in which he termed All Upset a “flash in 
the pan,” I make reply with ‘once a good horse 
always a good horse.” It is my belief that when- 
ever a racer shows speed and class and fails in 
a following essay you may be sure there is 
something wrong. When the trouble is located 
and, if possible, corrected, the horse will again 
run up to his notch unless he is a ‘‘hop”’ horse or 
was extremely lucky in his former good races. 
All Upset was and is none of the former; he won 
on his merits and is now sound and the picture 
of health. He was a good horse from the time 
Mr. Lettelier took him over as a_ yearling. 
Trainer Lettelier never called on him for any 
great speed as a yearling, but I saw him move a 
quarter in :22 2-5, with 132 pounds up, and in 
mud, at that age. And that wasn’t his best 
work. The following spring he won the Bashford 
Manor with 122 pounds up in 1:00, the fastest 
time ever recorded for the race at the distance. 
In winning that race he made all his own pace 
and shook High Foot off no less than three times 
in the stretch run. The thing that stopped him 
in the Breeders’ Futurity would have beaten Man 
o’ War. Of course he, like all the rest of the 
prospective Derby horses, will have to demon- 
strate his ability to get a mile and a quarter. If 
memory serves me rightly this same V. Sanders 
lauded Roguish Eye to the skies after that colt 
came from behind and beat a mediocre field in 
the Bashford Manor in slower time than All 
Upset stepped the distance in winning from some 
really good colts. For some reason or other all 
the Louisville sports writers seem prejudiced 
against the little red horse. Maybe they blew 
their roll on the highly touted High Foct. All 
Upset broke that colt’s heart in the Bashford 
Manor last year. 

* 

If Colin is still in the land of the living, and 
from the last account he is, it isn’t yet too late 
for him to sire a colt somewhere near his equal. 
*Bonnie Scotland sired Bramble at 21, Luke 
Blackburn at 23 and George Kinney at 25. 
Kingston sired Novelty at 27. There is small 
probability of the male line to Domino dying out, 
but the preservation of his exquisite physical 
type hangs on the slender thread of what Colin 
and his sons have yet to give racing. This is the 
age of the survival of the fittest and if a sire 
of any line fails to produce a first class racer at 
frequent intervals his chances of establishing an 
enduring line are nil.

Sorry, Captain McKinley, I cannot agree with 
you when you say that Beaming Beauty is too 
old to be given serious consideration as_ the 
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most suitable mate for Reigh Count. Beaming 
Beauty is now only thirteen years old and has 
many years to live yet before she could reason- 
ably be termed ‘too old.’’ Such racers as Strait- 
lace, Ladas, Swynford, Volodyovski, Captain 
Cuttle, Ard Patrick, and Diamond Jubilee are 
just a few examples of what a good broodmare 
can foal after her thirteenth birthday. I'll wager 
that if Miss Whisk and Beaming Beauty were 
sold at auction the latter would bring the most 
money by many thousands. 


Practically all the trainers around Louisville 
are dissatisfied with the stabling conditions at 
Churchill Downs and Douglas Park.

Have you ever noticed that in spite of all that 
has been written and said by the English de- 
nouncing the descendants of our “immortal” 
Lexington (based on the presumption his fifth 
dam was a scrub) that practically all our horses 
to have shown well on English courses has car- 
ried an abundance of his blood? Considering 
that these same scions of Lexington defeated 
practically all the best English-bred horses of 
their respective times on their native heath and 
have decisively proven their superiority over their 
cousins in this country, it would seem that the 
“arry ’awkins” would do well to countenance the 
descendants of the “Blind Hero of Woodburn” 
instead of narrowly clinging to the fear that 
such a move would be a blot on the pages of 
their stud book.

I understand that Beaverkill, a Matchem horse, 
is at the head of affairs at Bashford Manor at 
the present. Beaverkill was owned and trained 
by Miller Henderson and is said to be a great 
favorite of his. He is by *Ogden, the sire of 
The Finn and grandsire of Zev and Flying Ebony. 
The scions of this line often out-breed themselves 
and as Beaverkill has sired some fine looking 
colts with his limited opportunities it would 
seem he is deserving of a real chance. He was a 
fine racer, being good enough to trim Old Rose- 
bud at six furlongs and come right back and lick 
Exterminator at a mile and a quarter.

FINANCIAL SIDE OF RACING 


By TOUCHSTONE 
In All Sports Weekly (London) 
HE present year promises to be an unusually 
important one for the English Turf. Some 
notable changes are in contemplation, and will 
take place should the totalizator prove as suc- 
cessful as it is hoped it will do. 

It is no secret that the majority of meetings in 
this country are handicapped by lack of funds. 
Executives are anxious to carry out various im- 
provements in their enclosures, but find them- 
selves unable to do so owing to lack of surplus 
cash. 


There is a general impression that every race 
course must be a little gold mine for those people 
who are financially interested in it. This idea, 
however, has lately been exploded by Lord 
Rosebery, who is in the position of knowing the 
exact financial situation of the various racing 
enterprises. 

This knowltdge he gains from being a member 
of the Fixtures Committee of the Jockey Club, 
who have the power of examining the balance 
sheets of every racing company and are able to 
direct an increase of stake money where the 
profits appear to admit of further enterprise in 
this direction. 

Lord Rosebery tells us that after going through 
the accounts of every race course in this coun- 
try, he finds very few of them have been paying 
propositions during the past year or two. In the 
majority of cases people who have invested 
money in them have not received dividends. 

This statement will come as a surprise to most 
people, and will show that race course companies 
are subject to severe limitations when they are 
called upon to remodel their enclosures or to set 
aside a greater amount of money in stakes. 

It is obvious, therefore, that if we are to have 
the various race course reforms, which at certain 
places have been long overdue, the Betting 
Control Board will have to help the racecourse 
executives with the proceeds of the totalizator. 

Lord D’Abernon has estimated that when every 
race course is fitted with the tote, there should 
be a profit of not far short of £4,000,000 
($20,000,000) a year, and this sum, minus work- 
ing expenses, will be available for the improve- 
ment of race courses and other purposes. 

I am under the impression that he is too opti- 
mistic in placing the probable proceeds of the 
tote at this high figure, which, as Lord Glanely 
has pointed out, is more than the total paid in 
stakes and all the expenses of racing to owners 
put together. The annual value of stakes money 
in England is about £750,000 ($3,750,000), and, 
taking the whole number of horses in training, 


the annual cost to owners is about 214 million 
pounds ($12,500,000). 
I think the racing world will be extremely 


lucky if a profit of £1,000,000 ($5,000,000) per 
annum is eventually procured from the levy on 
the turnover of the totalizator. If such a sum 
should spring from this source, it will be amply 
sufficient to provide for the improvement of 
racing and for better accommodation for the 
public. 

At present the tote is only in its infancy in 
this country. There are not a great many courses 
on which the hand-worked system of pool betting 
has been inaugurated. Not a single  fully- 
equipped electrical tote is yet in operation. 


It is impossible to predict how many of these 
electrical machines will be installed in the present 
year. It is well known that they are enormously 
costly installations, and I imagine the Control 
Board became a little nervous at the heavy ex- 
penses incurred by the experiments made last 
year. 

A good deal of money, for example, has been 
spent in connection with the machine which was 
ordered by the Board for use at Hurst Park. 
There was a breakdown in the arrangements for 
that installation which has prevented us from 
forming an idea as to whether it will eventually 
be successful. 

According to the latest reports, the Control 
Board have a new invention which will be tried 
out at Newmarket in the coming spring. Should 
this machine yield the results which are expected 
of it, it will certainly be installed at other im- 
portant racecourses. 

Everything, however, is in rather a vague con- 
dition at the moment, and I do not suppose that 
Sir Clement Hindley or any other member of the 
Board would care to make a definite prediction 
as to the number of courses which will have the 
electrical tote in working order in 1930. 

I fancy there is a tendency on the part of the 
betting authorities to play for safety, and they 
are likely to content themselves with the hand- 
worked system on the majority of courses. This, 
of course, is much less expensive than the elec- 
trical apparatus. 

Its chief disadvantage for those who use it are 
the long delays which occur in the declaration of 
the dividends. Perhaps some scheme can be 
evolved by which these declarations can be 
speeded up. 

They have been unable to effect any appreci- 
able saving of time in France after many years’ 
working of the pari-mutuel, and it is difficult to 
understand how any changes can be effected 
here when everything has to be done by ac- 
countants on paper. 

Many owners are complaining of the high cost 
of keeping horses in these days. Mr. Clare Vyner 
recently stated that it cost £450 ($2,250) to keep 
one horse for a year. I think he is placing the 
figure at the lowest possible mark. I know 
owners who have told me that they reckon it 
costs them £600 ($3,000) a year to keep a horse, 
and even this does not embrace the total ex- 
penditure which an active participation in racing 
necessitates. 

Mr. Vyner is one of those who thinks that rac- 
ing can be made considerably cheaper than it is 
today, though with the prevailing state of 
finance, to which I have referred, one is puzzled 
to perceive how race course executives can supply 
any further concessions until they receive some 
funds from the proceeds of the totalizator. 

One of Mr. Vyner’s suggestions is that all 
races should be reduced in value by about fifteen 
per cent and the money thus saved should be ex- 
pended in assisting owners to get their horses to 
the race course. 

I believe it would be a popular move if racing 
executives were to give more money to the sec- 
ond and third than is the general practice at 
present. According to Mr. E. E. Coussell, the 
energetic secretary of the Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers’ Association, the average amount paid to 
placed horses in this country is ten per cent of 
the total value of the stakes. 

In Australia, the United States, and France the 
place money is about twenty per cent of the 
stakes. You will not have any trouble in realiz- 
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ing that this must be a tremendous help to 
owners of unsuccessful horses in those countries. 
Mr. Coussell says he has known Indian owners 
who have not won a race during the whole 
season, yet were little out of pocket owing to the 
fact that the place money is on a much more 
liberal basis there than it is in England. 

Anything which race course executives can do 
in the way of increasing the value of the minor 
places will, I am convinced, be greatly appre- 
ciated by owners, especially by those who are 
not rich men and race on a comparatively 
small scale. 


The opinion has been expressed that we ought 
to have more races of high value for long-dis- 
tance performers. It is argued that unless we 
give further encouragement to stayers, this 
country will be in some danger of losing her 
prestige as the home of the Thoroughbred. 

There is already a profound impression abroad 
that England has become the home of sprinters 
alone. It is said that we possess few stayers, 
and that most of our stayers have no breeding 
value. 

In reply to these assertions Lord Rosebery 
points out that in arranging their races the race 
course executives simply cater for the owners 
and the public. There is no doubt that short- 
distance races are much more popular with 
owners and trainers than the longer affairs. 


This may possibly be due to the fact that com- 
paratively few horses in these days are able to 
stand the intensive preparations which are neces- 
sary for long-distance racing. After all, it is 
simply a question of supply and demand, and the 
tendency of the majority of English breeders is 
to endeavor to produce good sprinters rather 
than good stayers. 


Owners who give big prices for yearlings at 
Doncaster and Newmarket are naturally anxious 
to see their money back at the earliest possible 
opportunity, and that is one reason why two- 
year-old races are exceedingly popular in this 
country. They start on the first day of the sea- 
son, whereas in France no two-year-old events 
are run until the middle of June. 

Lord Rosebery implies that there is too much 
demand in these days for “sprint” stallions 
those who breed quick winners and sprinters. 
My own impression, after a long study of the 
question, is that breeders patronize the sprint 
sires because they get the best results from them. 

It is exceedingly rare that a long-distance per- 
former becomes a really successful stallion. The 
ideal sire seems to be one who has displayed good 
qualities on the race course over distances up to 
a mile. This sort appear to posses more vitality 
than the plodders, and that is why breeders will 
continue to patronize them in preference to 
stallions who have proved themselves to be good 
stayers. 

All this has nothing to do with the average 
racegoer, except that most of us are jealous of 
the reputation of the British Thoroughbred and 
are anxious that he should not fall back in any 
way in comparison with the Thoroughbreds of 
other countries. 

Of recent years French horses have achieved a 
certain amount of success in this country and 
have earned the reputation of being thorough 
stayers. Whether this stamina is inherited or due 
to training I would not like to say, but of one 
thing I am certain, and that is that wherever 
bloodstock is mentioned the British horse is 
supreme. 


“IT’S THE PACE THAT KILLS” 


T the joint session of the American Associa- 

tion for the Advancement of Science and the 
Iowa State Medical Association at Des Moines 
last month, Professor Arthur E. Kennelly, of 
Harvard University, related that men and horses 
are subject to the same laws of racing fatigue, 
and he exhibited a number of interesting charts 
and tables in support of his statement. He in- 
formed his hearers that times, average speed and 
distances in world’s record racing are so interre- 
lated that no alternation can be made in one 
without sacrifice to the others. He has found 
that doubled distances require 118 per cent more 
time. Likewise he has found that when speed 
is cut in half, running time is increased 512 
times, and that if average speed is doubled the 
running distance available before a racer be- 
comes exhausted is reduced 256 times. 

Professor Kennelly’s study shows that if any 
part of a long race a runner accelerates above 
the average speed given in his tables as proper 
for the world’s record, he must pay for the ef- 
fort because exhaustion sets in before he can 
reach the goal. Professor Kennelly related that 
the laws were derived from world’s records in 
swimming, walking, rowing, running and skating 
for men, and trotting, pacing and running for 
horses. 

Existing records for distances between 100 and 
440 yards, Professor Kennelly said, ‘do not in- 
vite attack,” but certain records for greater dis- 
tances “are vulnerable.’’ These include the 2,000 
to 5,000 meter runs and 40,000 to 100,000 meter 
runs. A record-making runner, he said, should 
hold his speed steady throughout the race and 
high enough to bring him exhausted just to the 
goal. This was not the usual theory a genera- 
tion ago, when it was held speed should be rela- 
tively high in the first and last quarters of a 
race. 


AMERICAN DERBY JUNE 14. 


Col. C. W. Hay, general manager of the Wash- 
ington Park Jockey Club, announces that the 
date for the running of the American Derby this 
year will be Saturday, June 14. The distance is 
1 1-4 miles and it has $50,000 added. Other 
stakes, the dates for which have not been an- 
nounced, to be run at the Washington Park 
spring meeting, May 26 to June 28, are: Illinois 
Oaks, $10,000 added, 1 1-8 miles; Francis S. Pea- 
body Memorial, $10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up- 
ward, 1 1-4 miles; Robert M. Switzer Handicap, 
$5,000 added, 3-year-olds and upward, 1 1-8 miles: 
Washington Park Handicap, $5,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and upward, 6 furlongs; Thomas Curran 
Memorial, $5,000 added, 2-year-olds, colts and 
eeldings, 5 1-2 furlongs, and Debutante Stakes, 
$5,000 added, 2-year-olds, fillies, 5 1-2 furlongs.

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COLDSTREAM STUD 
By NEIL NEWMAN 

In The Morning Telegraph (New York) 

NE of the first foals born in this country this 

year arrived at the Coldstream Stud of C. B. 
Shaffer, near Lexington, Ky. This was a bay 
filly by Polyphontes out of *Lady in Grey, and 
Dr. John Baird, manager of the Coldstream Stud, 
advises that the new arrival is a very nicely 
formed foal. 

This should prove to be an exceptionally valu- 
able foal and doubtless will be retained for 
breeding purposes. So far as I am aware, she is 
the only foal by Polyphontes in this country. Her 
sire, a son of Polymelus out of the St. Denis 
mare, St. Josephine, won over $130,000 on the 
Turf, the bulk of it the result of two Eclipse 
victories. He also has an Ascot Derby and a 
Lingfield Park Breeders’ Stakes to his credit. 

*Lady in Grey, dam of the filly, was purchased 
by Shaffer in England last year when she was 
carrying this foal. My understanding is that at 
the time she was acquired Shaffer also purchased 
her bay colt, *Lord of Law, by Son-in-Law. This 
mare is a young one, foaled in 1921, a gray 
daughter of Roi Herode out of Allash, she by 
Simontault out of Meanus, by Kendal out of 
Balfe’s daughter, Buda. The next dam, Lectrice, 
was also the dam of Coomassie, winner of two 
Chesterfield Cups, while the sixth dam, Ferina, 
was the dam of Pretender, winner of the Two 
Thousand Guineas and the Derby under the guid- 
ance of John Osborn, the only Derby winner, by 
the way, Osborn ever rode. 

*Lady in Grey was bred at the Sledmere Stud 
and when she was offered for sale at Doncaster 
as a yearling she was bid in by Capt. Tommy 
Hogg for a thousand guineas and put into train- 
ing the following year. She ran but twice and 
was unplaced on both occasions. However, the 
clever Australian trainer did not pick an easy 
spot for her debut. It was the spot that was 
selected for the introduction to the racing folk 
of the Aga Khan’s flying filly, Mumtaz Mahal, 
while the second in the race was the Oaks win- 
ner of the next year, Straitlace. 

*Lady in Grey was secured primarily for breed- 
ing purposes, so she went back to Sledemere, 
where she was bred to Cellini in 1924, and her 
first foal, the gray filly Herodini, was sent to 
Hungary. Her foal of 1926, a gray filly by 
Orpheus, was sent to Italy. In 1927 she had a 
gray colt by Lemonora that was purchased as a 
yearling by Colonel Dansey for $3,400 and 
shipped to this country, where he was named 
Lenox. Lenox was one of the horses Clendennin 
Ryan inherited from his father’s estate and was 
shipped back to England with the rest of the 
Oak Ridge horses when John Loftus went to 
England recently. 

The *Lady in Grey’s foal of 1928 was a chest- 
nut colt by Hurry On called Lord Swift and there 
is a possibility he, too, was purchased by Mr. 
Shaffer. This mare has had a foal every year 
and presumably will be bred to *Pot au Feu 
this year. 

*Pot au Feu is a horse I have great faith in 
and I shall be greatly disappointed if he does not 
make a very successful sire. A_liver-colored 


chestnut by Bruleur out of the Spearmint mare, 
Polly Peachum, he was a high-class horse in 
France, with the Prix La Fleche, Prix du Presi- 
dent de la Republique, Prix du Jockey Club, Prix 
Daru and the Grand Prix de Bruxelles to his 
credit. 


His fourth dam, Lady Loverule was also 


the dam of the Two Thousand Guineas, Derby 
and Jockey Club Stakes winner, St. Amant. Ad- 
mittedly St. Amant was no howling success as a 
stock horse, but in extenuation it should be 
pointed out he did not have the best of op- 
portunities. 

The first of *Pot au Feu’s issue in this country 
were sold at Saratoga last year and they made 
a very favorable impression. It is true they did 
not realize staggering prices, but in the long run 
it is probably better. Not so much will be ex- 
pected of them and they probably will be placed 
so they can win races. Every one that has seen 
*Pot au Feu likes him. He is a beautifully made 
horse and he has a very taking way of carrying 
himself. 

What ever possessed the Aga Khan to part 
with him is a mystery. He has retained several 
horses for stock purposes that do not belong in 
the same street with *Pot au Feu. Bruleur was 
a stayer par excellence. *Pot au Feu fancied a 
distance of ground, as did Ksar, so there is no 
reason to feel the *Pot au Feus will not stay as 
far as horses are asked to go in this country. 
Recalling the success our breeders have had with 
the few French horses that have been imported 
into this country, such as *Rayon d’Or, *Morte- 
mer and *Negofol, I have a feeling in my bones 
the recent French importations, *Sir Gallahad III 
and *Pot au Feu, are going to do as well, if 
not better. As a matter of fact, *Sir Gallahad III 
has got off to a flying start and if the Belair 
Stud’s Gallant Fox is not one of the outstanding 
3-year-olds of 1930 I shall be greatly disap- 
pointed. 

There are some excellent mares at Coldstream 
and two of them have already given hostages to 
fortune that assure them of a prominent place in 
the equine Hall of Fame. One is Rose Leaves, a 
daughter of Ballot and the Trenton mare, *Col- 
onial, dam of Hessian, Rose Leaves to the cover 
of *Negofol produced the Saratoga Cup and 
Lawrence Realization winner, Espino, and his 
full brother, Bois de Rose, winner of the Empire 
City Derby, both sons of *Negofol. I have a 
great fancy for Ballot mares as they make 
excellent producers. 

The other is called Rose of Roses. She is a 
daughter of the venerable *McGee out of the 
Hamburg mare Parkview, next dam the *Meddler 
mare, Morningside, dam of Cirrus. Rose Leaves 
is the dam of the stakes winners Rhinock, by 
Prince Pal, and Rose Eternal, by Eternal. *Mc- 
Gee mares are also eagerly sought after by stud 
masters. 

Incidentally it was from the Coldstream Stud 
that Sir Victor Sassoon purchased two daughters 
of Friar Rock in October, 1928, for the purpose 
of breeding to Dark Legend, with the intention 
of doubling up the *Fairy Gold cross. The agent 
for Sir Victor Sassoon made a careful inspection 
of all of the Friar Rock mares he could find in 
Kentucky and after careful deliberation selected 
the half-sister to Zev, Little Cyn, and Sweet 
Corn out of the *Ogden mare, Sweet Marie. Both 
of these mares were universally admired when 
they reached England a year ago. 

Another very taking mare at Coldstream is 
*Denise Field, a daughter of the great sire Tre- 
dennis and the Isinglass mare Cornfield. This 
mare is the dam of the winners Battlefield and 
Forever and Ever, as well as Wild Denise, a win- 
ner last year. It would not surprise me if she 
threw a horse of the highest class one of these 
days. Her dam, Cornfield, was also the dam of 


Marshall Field’s great mare, Golden Corn’s dam, 
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Corn Cockle. My recollection is Cornfield was 
also the dam of “Corn Tassel, winner of a Sub- 
urban in excellent time in the green and gold 
silks of the late Richard T. Wilson, while the 
Oaks winner, Love in Idleness, is also a member 
of this family. Do not lose sight of the fact that 
Thistle, fourth dam of this mare, was aiso the 
dam of the good racehorse and better sire, “Gold- 
finch, the Triple Crown winner Common and the 
St. Leger winner Throstle. 

In addition to *Pot au Feu, My Play is stand- 
ing at Coldstream Stud. My Play and Play- 
fellow have been dwarfed by the shadow of their 
famous brother, Man o’ War, but they are coming 
along nicely and doing well as sires. Playfellow 
was responsible for this years’ Latonia Cup win- 
ner, the 3-year-old filly Ben Machree, while My 
Play has to his credit the Ohio Derby winner, 
Thistle Fyrn. If Thistle Fyrn can reproduce her 
best form next March she will have to be 
reckoned with in the Agua Caliente Handicap. 

I am satisfied My Play was cut out to be a 
high-class racehorse. The late Gene Wayland 
assured me My Play would have won the Ken- 
tucky Derby that fell to Morvich if he had not 
spread a foot in the running. This necessitated 
his retirement for a time and in the interim his 
body became too gross for his legs. Despite this 
he won at varying distances, from a mile to two 
miles. He won the Watervliet Handicap, one mile, 
in 1:36 2-5, and was beaten a head by Altawood 
in the Latonia Cup in American record time for 
the two miles and a quarter, so it is manifest 
he had speed and bottom. I thought this horse 
unlucky to lose the Saratoga Cup that fell to 
Mr. Mutt. 

Strangely enough, in all the comment on the 
various sons of Fair Play the name of My Play 
is seldom encountered, but there is no reason why 
he should not make an exceptionally good stock 
horse. Bar Man o’ War, the best of the sons 
of Fair Play now at stud is Mad Hatter, and his 
races were somewhat on the order of My Play’s. 
That is, he could win over both short and long 
distances. 

It will be interesting to note how the horses 
bred at Coldstream fare in the next few years. 
I am strongly of the opinion there will be some 
high-class stakes winners among them. The 
blood is there, the management is there, and the 
individuals that I have seen are eminently 
satisfactory. 

HERALDING THE “HEROS.” 

A dispatch from Agua Caliente to Daily Raciny 
Form says: “The ‘Heros’ have the scribes groggy 
keeping track of them, but they demand atten- 
tion and had better not be neglected.”’ This has 
to do with the get of *Heroisme, son of Verdun, 
out of Dainty, by Galopin, which was the prop- 
erty of J. J. Graves and stood at Fresno, 
California, for several seasons, dying about a 
year ago. Mr. Graves had the mares Aunt 
Sue, Elna, Hickorynut, Heliotrope, Miss Hilda 
II, Marguerite W., and Whit Terra. He 
named the produce out of these mares during 
four seasons, as follows: Heroakue, Heroakelna, 
Heroakop, Heroakis, Heroakite, Heroakin, Hero- 
akel, Heroaky, Heroakilda, Heroakerra, Hero- 
akalna, Marguerite May, Heroakra, Heroakat, 
Herelna, Celyane and Heroaktih. Herakel has 
won 4 races, $2,760; Heroakop, 2, $760; Hero- 
akop, 2, $760; Heroakelna, 2, $725; Heroakerra, 
2, $800; Heroakan, 1, $590, and Heroakia, 1, $200, 
from beginning until now. 
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HOLLY BEACH FARM 


ARROLL B. REID, Manager of Holly Beach 

Stud, Annapolis, Md., stopped off in Lexing- 
ton enroute from New Orleans to Maryland 
Wednesday last and called at THE BLOoop-HorRsE 
office. He is looking in the best of health, 
though bothered a bit by a cold he picked up at 
New Orleans. His visit to the Crescent City was 
for the purpose of seeing Mr. Labrot, his em- 
ployer, and Carroll Allen, his nephew, who has 
14 horses in the string there. 

“Thus far the stable has won three races and 
will win others,” he said. ‘After New Orleans 
my nephew will take this string to Bowie, and 
I will send him five or six of the 20 I have at the 
farm. We have a mile track, 35 feet wide, as 
level as water, dry as bone and with a clay 
foundation and sandy surface. It is as good a 
track as any man ever had to train on. It has a 
chute and I am arranging starting stalls also. 
The training stable has 30 stalls, with a 20-foot 
shed all the way round, three sides enclosed in 
glass, and the shed floor covered with tanbark, 
with the turns banked so that the horses may be 
cantered under cover when weather conditions 
require it. 

“We have 19 yearlings and 32 mares in foal. 
The youngsters to come will be about half by *Sir 
Greysteel and the others by Happy Time. The 
youngsters by *Sir Greysteel are very promising, 
though we did not try them as highly last fall 
as we perhaps would have had the mile track 
been completed. We were using another smaller 
track at that time, but they showed us sufficient- 
ly good to justify confidence that they will win 
in good company. 

“The broodmares are all doing nicely and are 
in good condition. The broodmare stable is built 
of brick in L shape and the stalls are ali large. 
There is an abundance of range, there being 
2,000 acres in the property. The paddocks at- 
tached to the training sections number five and 
each contains 10 acres. The fences are of the 
best, they being CreoFence, which is to say pine 
treated with creosote, and they will last a 
lifetime and more.” 


H. D. BROWN STRICKEN. 


H. D. (Curley) Brown is confined in a hospital 
at La Jola, California, following a heart attack 
on January 30. Mr. Brown had for some time 
been taking treatment at a sanitarium at Glen- 
dale. He ventured down to Agua Caliente and 
saw the horses H. W. Hoag is training for him, 
and on the way back that morning he was 
stricken severely. He has been in a bad way ever 
since his breakdown, the result of overtaxation 
of himself, physically and mentally, during the 
building of and first meeting at Arlington Park. 
He is one of the most colorful figures on the Turf. 


WANT A GOOD TRAINER?

Mr. Woodman, as is well known, was the trainer 
of Boon Companion and *Cotlogomor when they 
did their best racing, and he has done well with 
other horses. 
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KENTUCKY 

ANTI-RACING BILLS DEFEATED. 

HERE was nothing left to the imagination 
when the Kentucky Senate at Frankfort on 
yvanuary 30 disposed or the bilis of Senator Clar- 
ence Bartlett, Republican, lawyer, Ohio County, 
,designed to stop horse racing by repeal of the 
law under which there is pari-mutuel pooling at 
the courses in this State. The Committee on 
Criminal Procedure, to which the bills had been 
referred, reported them to the Senate without 
expression. Senator Bartlett moved that they be 
placed in the calendar, and the roll call vote upon 
this motion resulted in defeat of the measures, 
10 for and 25 against. The roll call was the same 
on each bill, as follows: 

For the Motions — Democrats, Bondurant, 
Brooks, Glenn, Moore, Vincent, Yates and Gaivs 
Young, 7; Republicans, Bartlett, Gartin, Johnson, 
5; total, 10. 

Against—Democrats, Adams, Booles, Chandler, 
Dacher, Dawson, Franklin, Gaines, Holloway, 
Jacobs, Littrell, McBrayer, McCaw, Stewart, 
Turner, Williams and Aliie Young, 16; Repubti- 
cans, Bond, Brock, Cline, Davis, Fitzpatrick, 
Poole, Regenstein, Rose, Ryans, 9; total, zd. 
Senators Luker and White, Republicans, were 
in the chamber, but did not vote. Senator Pogue, 
Democrat, was not in the chamber. 

The Senate’s action effectually disposes of an- 
ti-racetrack legislation for the 1930 session. 
Early action on the measures was forced by the 
anti-Sampson group to deprive him of a club 
against “ripper” legislation. The Governor, it 
was understood, had decided upon approval of 
the measures as a deterrent to continued ripper 
enactments. 

The “ripper” legislation is the outgrowth of 
dissatisfaction of the people with Governcr 
Sampson’s administration, and the purpose of it 
is to strip him of power to appoint members of 
important commissions. During the week Repre- 
sentative Andrew W. Nichols, Democrat, of 
Bardstown, delivered on the floor of the Hous2 
charges involving the name of Governor Samp- 
son, and there was a hint of impeachment, and 
the day following this a resolution was adopted 
by both the House and the Senate appropriating 
$20,000 for an investigation of the State Highway 
Department, about which there has been so much 
dissatisfaction. 

In addressing the Senate in behalf of his mo- 
tion for the advancement of his bills, Senator 
Bartlett employed the time worn and threadbare 
arguments about the “legalization of gambling on 
horse races inside a race track fence while crap- 
shooting in an alley is made a punishable of- 
fense.” He presented the usual talk of the re- 
formers, heard ever since the initial attempt to 
repeal the pari-mutuel betting law a dozen years 
ago, concerning the Kentucky Jockey Club’s al- 
leged activity and influence in politics, and 
hashed over some of the statements that were 
made during the campaign in 1927, when J. C. W. 
Beckham, former United States Senator, went 
down in overwhelming defeat for the office now 
occupied by Governor Sampson, while every other 
Democrat on the State ticket was elected. It 
was the answer of the people to Mr. Beckham’s 
declaration that if elected he would stand for the 
repeal of the pari-mutuel law. They did not 2s- 
pecially want Judge Flem D. Sampson to be Ken- 
tucky’s governor, but they very definitely do not 
want horse racing abated and the great Thor- 


oughbred horse breeding industry of the State 
destroyed. 

Senator J. J. McBrayer, of Fayette County, the 
largest Thoroughbred horse producing county in 
America, led the argument against Senator Bart- 
lett’s motion, saying that he owes nothing to the 
racing interests nor any of its representatives but 
that he is aware of the havoc to the great horse 
breeding industry that would be wrought by such 
unwanted and foolish legislation as the gentle- 
man from Ohio County was proposing; and that 
the people had very definitely expressed their 
opinion in the last election in opposition to it. 

Senator A. B. (Happy) Chandler, Democrat, 
Woodford County, took exception to the state- 
ment of Senator Bartlett that any Senator wno 
would not vote to repeal the pari-mutuel law 
would prove himself to be “a political coward.” 
He said he would vote against Senator Bartlett's 
bills, staking his political future on that vote, 
since he is quite satisfied his mind is in tune with 
the public mind. ‘As an issue,” he said, “the sub- 
ject re-introduced by Senator Bartlett is as dead 
as a horse and buggy in this day of automobiles. 
These bills have no chance to pass and if they are 
read into the calendar they will serve only to clog 
up legislation.”
